A MASSACRE TO ORDER 


THE CONSTANTINOPLE BUTCHERY 
PLANNED BY TURKS. 


Bashi Basouks Were not Ordered to 
Stop Their Slashing Until After 
Thirty Hours of Bloody Work. 
Probable Effect on the Sultan. 


(BY ASSOUIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 30.—(By 
Atlantic Cable. Delayed in Transmis- 
sion.) The embassies will not be il- 
luminated tomorrow, the anniversary 
of the Sultan’s succession to the throne, 


owing to the recent massacres. The l 


they will go to * K ce 
vey the good wishes of the ambassa- 
dors, have been instructed to leave 
notes which, although they congratu- 
late the Sultan upon the anniversary, 


express deep regret at the recent out- 


es. 

There is no longer any doubt that 
the massacres were organized by the 
Turkish authorities, and it has been as- 
certained that orders were only given 
to the Bashi Bazouks to cease massa- 
“ereing the Armenians after the bloody 
work had been going on for thirty 
hours. 

It is also a 
Turks were brought over from the 
Asiatic side of the Bosphorus in order 
to take part in the massacres, and 
‘many Armenians were put in boats 
which were then taken out to Sea. 
Their fate is unknown, but there is not 
the slightest doubt that they have been 
drowned. 

Although it may be true that the at- 
tack on the Ottoman Bank originated 
with the Armenian revolutionary com- 
mission, it is admitted on all sides 
that the massacres which followed 
were not justified, and that from 3000 
to 4000 people lost their lives in this. 
city or in the suburbs during the past 
week. The Armenians also intended 
to attack the palace, the branch office 
of the Credit Lyonnaise and other 
places, the avowed object being to 
force the powers to interfere in the 
Armenian question. 

A dispatch received here from Phil- 
lipopolis says that a serious confitct oc- 
curred last week on the Turkish and 
Bulgarian frontier. It seems to have 
been an outpost affair, near the village 
of Shirovalka. Twelve Turks were 
killed or wounded and five Bulgarians 
„ were wounded. As a result further and 
much more dangerous complications 
are anticipated. 

People in positions to judge the situa- 
tion accurately believe that the Sultan 
has once more approached dangerously 
near to the point of forcing upon the 
powers the necessity of dismembering 
the Turkish empire. The joint note of 
the Ambassadors of the powers, asking 
the Turkish government to suppress 
the disorders in this vicinity, is like 
Similar notes of the powers regarding 
the massacres in Armenia. The warn- 
ing that the Sultan is endangering the 
Turkish empire by permitting a con- 
tinuance of the state of anarchy which 
prevailed, it is not looked upon as likely 
to have more than passing effect upon 
the Sultan. 

The Armenians who surrendered at 
the Ottoman Bank and who were sub- 
sequently taken out of the Sultan’s 
jurisdiction, frankly announced that it 
was intended to continue the work of 
agitation until the wrongs of the Ar- 
menians are redressed, and later, a cir- 
cular was received at the embassies 
from the Armenian revolutionary com- 
mission, affirming the announcement 
‘that the agitation would be continued.

ORDERED TO KEEP QUIET. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 30.—(De- 
layed in transmission.) Vehby Pasha 
and Chakir Pasha have been appointed 
military commanders of Pera and Ca- 
lata, respectively, with stringent or- 
ders to restore quiet. The commission 
appointed Friday by the Ministry of 
Police to inquire into revolutionary

At the same 
moment the nome of Dijelal Bey, situ- 
ated at Stamboul, was taken possession 
of by the revolutionists, who threw a 
rain of bombs on those who happened 
to be in the streets near by.

INDIANAPOLIS (ind.,) Aug. 31.—Al- 
thovgh the convention of the gold- 
standard Democrats is lees than forty- 
eight hours away, the delegates are 
slow in arriving, K féw of the nota- 
bits, including Perry Belmont and John 
R. Fellows of New York, Louis Ehrich 
of Colorado, Comptroller Eckels of I- 
linois, Senator Vilas of Wisconsin, ex- 
Congressman Outhwaite of Ohio and 
C. S. Perry of Conmecticut, arrived to- 
day, but the real influx will not begin 
until tomorrow. 

Secreatary Jom R. Wlison 
has the signed cpe@entials of over six 
hundred delegates, and telegrams an- 
nouncing that others are on their way. 
This far but one delegate has appeared 
who does not favor the momination of 
ticket. 

The managers, however, look upon a 
ticket in the doubtful States as of 
vital importance, Dut the general ex- 
pectation now is< an electoral 
ticket will be put up in almost every 
State in the Union, It is pointed out 
that an active camWass against the 
Chicago nominees ig to be made by the 
gold Democrats, under the auspices of 
the committte to be appointed by the 
convention to sueceed the provisional 
committee. and that this could be done 
both more effectively and more con- 
sistently with thé nominees in the field.

Wallace was a dele- 
gate to the Chicago convention, and 
when he returned home home he wrote 
Chirman Jones a letter resigning from 
the National Committee and repudiat- 
ing the Chicago platform and ticket. 
Upon his arrival here he created quite 
a sensation in the corridors of the hotels 
by making a pronounced declaration in 
favor of Cleveland for the nomination 
for President at the coming convention. 

„Mr. Cleveland,” he said, “is half a 
million votes stronger than any other 
man that can be named here. If he is 
named the ticket will be the Democratic 
ticket, and the Chicago ticket the side- 
show. Cleveland will push Bryan 
harder than any other man that could 

ibly be chosen. His selection would 
meet the objection that has been made 
jn naming any ticket. It has been said 
that so many Democrats will vote for 
McKinley, even if we have a ticket, 
that it would make a very poor showing 
for the gold Democrats of the country. 
With Cleveland as the nominee, all this 
would be obviated. It would show that 
the Democrats of the country are not 
silver, and Bryan, without his Pop- 
ulistic votes, would not have as much 
strength as the ticket nominated here. 

“It may be asking @ great deal of 
Mr. Cleveland, but he ought to be will- 
ing to make the sacrifice and patriotic- 
ally allow the true. Democrats of the 
country to rally around him.

“It would,” he 
said, be entirely unlikely that the 
President ‘would make a declaration in 
advance of the action of this conven- 
tion. Even were he in sympathy with 
it, he would hardly indorse its actions 
in advance. His course would commit 
him no matter what was done. No, I 
don’t look for any word from the Pres- 
ident to this convention.” 

There is a decided feeling that but 
one thing stands in the way of offering 
the nomination to the President. It is 
recognized that in case this action was 
taken there would be a clamor against 
a third term which might be turned to 
account by the silver men and prevent 
some voting.

The party, which consisted of twen- 
ty-one people, had reached the summit 
in safety at about 3:40 o’clock in the 
afternoon, and had started down again. 
They had come to a crevasse four feet 
deep, which about half of the number 
had crossed, when they were startled 
by a sound resembling the roar of dis- 
tant artillery. The. next instant the 
earth trembled, and, on looking up, 
smoke and steam were seen issuing 
from the cliff directly above thém. The 
air seemed filled with flying rocks, and 
an avalanche of boulders came tearing 
down the mountain side directly toward 
the point where the helpless band of 
mountaineers were standing. 

There was no time to think, no way 
of escape, and no power on earth could 
stop the duwnward flight of those leap- 
ing boulders. In an instant, almost, 
the stream of boulders was upon them. 
One of the largest must have struck 
near Miss Fay Killingsworth, who was 
standing between her sisters, Dora and 
Nannie, for she was lifted some fifteen 
feet into the air, her body being twisted 
into a circle, so that her hands and 
feet touched, and then thrown into a 
crevasse some fifteen feet deep, where 
she was afterward picked up uncon- 
scious. The boulders cleared the cre- 
vasse, and then continued their wild 
flight down the mountain side. 

The rest of the party escaped more 
fortunately. The young lady's face and 
hands were bruised and bleeding, and 
she was unconscious. A small flask of 
brandy was the only restorative at 
hand, and this was applied. Miss Kil- 
lingsworth had to be carried down the 
mountain. The eruption lasted but a 
few minutes. Several others were 
struck, but none were seriously injured.

Planters and politi- 
cians of great influence were present. 
After a long and hot discussion, in 
which Gen. Weyler’s expected edict was 
denounced without stint, resolutions 
were adopted to this purpose: First, 
that a committee composed of the Mar- 
quis of Apezteguia, Pasquel Goigochea 
and Fataccio Sanchez visit Weyler and 
try to prevail upon him not to issue the 
edict; second, if he persists in his de- 
termination to issue the edict, that the 
government at Madrid be urged to re- 
call Weyler to Spain. , 

These audacious resolutions are the 
talk of the agg as it is well known that 
Spanish rule in Cuba has always been 
upheld by, and in control of, the Con- 
servyative y, especially in times of 
war, and that the party’s resolutions 
are in effect law. It will not be the first 
case of a ca -general being. vir- 
‘tually dismissed by the Cuba Conserva-

Mr ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 
YORK, Aug, 31.—Early this 
morning Li Hung Chang boarded dis- 
patch-boat Dolphin to go to West 
Point. The Ambassador will inspect 
the military academy. The proposed 
visit to the squadron off Tomkinsville 
was postponed. 
DID NOT LAND. 
WEST POINT N. T.) Aug. 31.—Li 
Hung Chang arrived here this after- 
noon on dispatch-boat Dolphin to in- 
spect the military academy, but, owing 
to the heavy rain he did not land, and 
the proposed inspection was abandoned. 
During the trip, Col. Fred D. Grant 
pointed out many places of interest to 
the Ambassador, who asked many 
questions. 
Li Hung Chang began, through the 
interpreter, to speak of railroads and 
their paying 5 per cent. The Dolphin 


was then passing the Williamsburg su-. 


gar refineries and Col. Grant said: 
“There is a place which pays 12 per 
cent. on an invested capital of $37,000,- 
000.“ The Ambassador became inter- 
ested when he heard this, and asked 
very minutely as to what process the 
Sugar went through there, and he 
seemed satisfied at the replies which 
were given to his every question. 
When the vessel was abreast of the 
navy-yard the Chinese flag was run 
up on the mainmast of the old wooden 
ship Vermont. Simultaneous! the 
saluting battery fired a salute of nine- 
teen guns. As the boat neared Brook- 
lyn bridge all the Chinese became very 
much interested, as well as Li Hung 
Chang. 
Col. Grant explained in detail the 
workings of the big structure, how long 
it took to build it, the cost, source of 
revenue, it being owned by the two 
cities; height, length, as well as the 
cable system for the cars and the free 
promenade for pedestrians. The Am- 
bassador asked if the bridge was built 
by a company. As to the cost, $25,000,- 


000, he wanted to know if it had paid | 


for itself in the thirteen years which 
have elapsed since its completion. He 
said it was a wonderful structure and 
it showed very plainly how far ad- 
van the American engineers were, 
and that their ingenuity was seemingly 


inexhaustible. 


By 9 o’clock the Dolphin had passed 
the battery, and as she rounded to and 
turned up the North River, the steam 
craft of all kinds saluted with shrill 
whistles. Li Hung Chang did not seem 
to hear these salutes and kept right 
on talking to those near him. After 
Gen. Ruger had shown the Viceroy his 
place on Governors Island’ Gen. Porter 
and Col. Fred Grant directed the Am- 
bassador’s attention to the tall bulld- 
ings in the lower end of the city. Li 
Hung Chang asked what the cost of 
them was, by whom they were occu- 
pied and how much income they pro- 
duced and if they paid well. In rep 
to a question as to what he ‘thought 
of them, he replied: They are indeed 
wonderful, so many of them, and so 
high. I am not surprised at the 
height, for I have heard of them in my 
Own country.” . 

Vice-President Thompson of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad then pointed 
out the company’s depot on the Jersey 
shore and explained how the passen- 

ers and freight were transferred from 

ew York and Brooklyn by ferryboats. 
The Ambassador seemed to be deeply 
interested in railroads and entered into 
a talk with Thompson, asking him his 
age, how he became vice-president of 
the company and inquiring as to acci- 
dents, etc., on the Pennsylvania Rall 
road. Thompson assurred him on this 
point. Earl Li asked if Thompson 
would accompany him to Buffalo, but 
the latter said he could only go as far 
as Washington. 

Thompson turned aside a question as 
to the amount of his salary, where- 
upon the Ambassador said: “The pres- 
idents and vice-presidents of the Euro- 
pean railroads had no hesitation in 
telling me the salaries which they were 
paid, but they also said they never had 
any accidents, as all the accidents oc- 
curred in erica.”’

VANISHING TRIBES. 


Destitution and Disease Wiping Out 
the Indians of Labrador. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS . 

QUEBEC (Can.,) Aug. 31.—Sad stories 
of the gradual disappearance and death 
from destitution and disease of the 
scattered Indian tribes of Labrador 
have just been brought here by the 
Roman Catholic missionaries, Fathers 
Goyer and Lacoste, who have arrived 
from the bleak parts of the coast oppo- 
site to and under the jurisdiction of 
Newfoundland. Government aid will 

bsolutely necessary to the existence 
of these wretched people during the 
coming winter. 

The coasts frequented by them are all 
but depleted of game and fur-bearing 
animals, and the taking of beaver has 
been prohibited until 1900 in order to 
prevent its total destruction. In for- 
mer years the Indians derived much of 
the means of their subsistence from the 
vast quantities of the eggs of various 
kinds of seafowl that frequent these 
coasts. Of late years, however, the 
value and importance of these e de- 
posits have attracted the attention of 
the fishermen and sailors of Newfound- 
land, and now they descend in such 
swarms upon the coast that nothing is 
left for the Indians, who are driven 
off as.intruders by the pirates, if the 
seek to share in the bounteous wea 
deposited by the seabirds. The New- 
foundlanders ship these eggs off to the 
United States in immense quantities, 
where they are sold to confectianers 
and biscuit manufacturers. 

Another fruitful cause of the spread 
of destitution, d sease and death among 
these Indians is the facility afforded 
them for obtaining spirituous liquors, 
despite all legal enactments to the con- 
trary. There is virtually no enforce- 
ment of law upon the coast of Labra- 
dor. and unprincipled traders from 
Newfoundland and elsewhere, by plying 
the unsophisticated savages with liquor 
are enabled to obtain from them the 
entire fruits of their hunting and trap- 
ping expeditions. 

Some thrilling stories are told of the 
native savagery of Labrador Indians, 
Often, impelled by hunger, have they 
killed and eaten those nearest to them. 
The influence exerted over the other 
members of the tribe by their jugglers 
or medicine men is the greatest draw 
back to tht work of the missionaries 
among them.

Regular Weekly Meeting of the 
“Hurled” Directors. 


They Develop the Kicking Power of 
an Arizona Mule—The President 
is Tired of His Job and Wants 
Get Out. * 


The directors of the Hurled Publish- 


ing Company held their regular weekly 
meeting last evening at the usual 
place, in the North Los Angeles 
cold-storage warehouse. There was 
present the full board—that is to 
say, the members of the board 
were all present; it is not intimated 
that all the members of the board were 
all full—to wit: Messrs. Amlittle, Doo- 
little, Nolittle, Damlittle and Canlittle; 
President Nolittle, as usual, in the 
chair. 

The president at once took up the 
question of the leak in the proceedings 
of the board. Once again, he re- 
marked, their meeting had been re- 
ported in the columns of the hated and 
despised Times, with sundry com- 
ments which, while they might be true 
and fairly pertinent to the subject, were 
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not at all edifying for the stockholders 
of the Hurled to read, or calculated 
to lessen the difficulty of levying an as- 
sessment, which now loomed up in the 
immediate horizon, not as a theory, 
but a condition, and a condition that 
would have to be met p.d.q-, if not 
sooner. He called upon Director Can- 
little, who had not been present at the 
last meeting, to clear himself from the 
suspicion that he had furnished infor- 
mation to the loathed contemporary. 

Director Canlittle arose and impres- 
sively asserted on his sacred word 
and honor” that he had held no com- 
munication with any member of the 
Times force since one of them had told 
— he was an “unmitigated scoun- 

rel.“ 

The defense was considered conclu- 
sive, and the proprietor of the cold- 
storage warehouse was next sent 
for, who asseverated, as a frozen fact, 
that if there were any leaks in his es- 
tablishment he was not aware of it, 
although he admitted having a ton and 
a half of onions on hand, and several 
dead beats among his customers. 

He was informed that if any report 
of this meeting should appear in The 
Times, further gatherings would be 
held in some other locality and his 
name would be removed from the dead- 
head list of the paper. 

Director Doolittle them arose and 
proceeded to make a vigorous kick. 
He wanted to know what was the use 
of meeting here every week and talk- 
ing twaddle and recrimination while 
the paper, as they all knew, was going 
to the devil. How were they going to 
pay their bills; that was what he 
wanted to know. This giving away of 
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the paper to increase the subscription 
list didn’t pay the paper bill. And, 
by the way,“ said Mr. Doolittle, “it 
seems that the management is dodging 
paper mills all over the country. Pretty 
soon we will have to go to Europe to 
get credit.” As far as he could see, 
the conducting of the paper had been 
@ succession of stupendous and inex- 
plicable blunders since it came under 
— sent management. Under the 
previous administration the Hurled 
had been bad enough, but the present 
one, he said, capped the climax, If 
Johnny Bradbury hadn’t gone down 
into his pocket and made heavy ad- 
vances they would have busted up al- 
most before they started, and it might 
have been better for them all, he 
thought, if that had happened, as now 
they were simply getting deeper and 
.deeper into the mire. And in the end 
Johnny will have to be paid that big 
balance due him; payment can’t be 
dodged forever. What he would like 
to know was whether these distin- 
guished amateur journalists now at 
the head of the concern were willing 
to dig up for the fun of posing as 
molders of public opinion. If not, he, 
for one, wanted to get out while there 
was half a chance. 

The president here,rapped sharply 
for order, and asked the speaker to con- 
fine himself to facts. 

Mr. Doolittle said that he was after 
„facts, but had tried in vain to come 
across any at these meetings. . 

Mr. Amlittle wanted to know whether 
relationship to one of the directors 
was the only requisite for employment 
in the business office. He thought that 
either that rule should be abrogated, or 
that they should try to dig up some 
more competent and polite relatives. 

Mr. Damlittle asked why they were 
still running those Alameda street ad- 
vertisements, to which The Times had 
called attention. He knew, personally, 
of half a dozen subscribers who had 
ceased taking the paper since their at- 
tention had been drawn to a condition 
of affairs of which they previously had 
no conception. “And,” added he, “they 


were full-rate, paying subscribers, who 
as you know, are mighty scarce just 
now.” 

Director Canlittle wanted to know 
why they couldn’t get out a Sunday 
— 6œ—ꝗẽẽ — ñꝛ— 
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local treatments. It is 
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paper that would at least look half as 
well as The Times. He said he had 


keit perfectly ashamed last Sunday, 


when he went down to the beach, and 
counted seventéen Times in the car 
and only two Heralds, one of which 
a man had picked up off the floor, 
where it had been trampled in dust 


and tobacco juice. 


Mr. Amilittle asked if they couldn't 
t their circulation sharp to manu- 
ture some more reports from Ar- 
zona. where the silver sentiment was 
strong. 
The 
Times had exposed this move it was of 
little use to pursue the scheme, as they 
had already spent $317.45 for expenses 
of canvassing in Arizona, and they had 
only got eleven bona fide subscribers, of 
whom nine had compelled the agent to 
take out the subscription price in drinks 
and the other two had promised to pay 
after Bryan’s election. 
Mr. Canlittle called for a report on 
the result in increased business due to 
the campaign made against the colonel's 


dog. 

The president said he would have to 
see the manager of the “Times-Dog- 
— Department,“ who had been 
hired on a commission for three weeks, 
his remuneration to be according to the 
actual results shown. So far, he had 
got half a dozen theater passes from 
the city editor and had borrowed $1.50 
from the business manager, but as far 
as he, the president, could see, had not 
earned his salt. 

Mr. Amlittle remarked that he didn't 
see how they could expect to achieve 
any real success as long as they were 
changing their business managers every 
three months and their editorial staff 
every three weeks. The leading men on 
The Times had been there from five to 
twelve years, while every time he went 
into the Herald office he saw a strange 
face. This was a poor way to inspire 
confidence on the part of the public. 

The president excused this practice 
by explaining that it had been found 
necessary to make some inducements, 
likewise openings, for new managers 
with money to come into the concern 
and help it along. 

Several of the directors here arose to- 
gether and began to make complaints, 
when the president offered to resign, 
saying that he was about sick of the 
whole business. At the suggestion of 
Mr. Canlittle, and, as the hour was late, 
the meeting was adjourned until Mon- 
day next, when the president promised 
that some definite proposition for the 
rehabilitation of the Morning Hurled 
Company should be presented. 


The Postal Primary. 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 31. 

(To the Editor of The Times:) This 
morning’s Times contains a letter from 
John F. Humphreys, whom we all know 
as a well-meaning, public-spirited man, 
objecting to the use of the postal pri- 
mary plan for the nomination of can- 
didates by the League for Better City 
Government, Mr. Humphreys commends 
the plan to use the postal primary for 
the election of delegates to the nomi- 
nating convention, but declares that 
any effort to secure an expression of 
the view of the voter as to individual 
candidates will be a grave mistake. Mr. 
Humphreys offers no argument against 
this plan other than to say that it will 
create dissention and will not give sat- 
isfaction. 

It is not impossible that Mr. Hum- 
phreys misunderstands the plan as pro- 
posed. The committee has not accepted 
the original so-called postal primary 
plan of indicating preferences whereby 
an absolute decision is secured from 
the vote of the people and a mere plu- 
rality will nominate a candidate. The 
Central Committee considered that too 
radical a step to undertake in the pres- 
ent movement. The people will be asked 
to vote on their candidates direct, but 
unless an absolute majority declares in 
favor of one man, there is no selection 
and the convention nominates. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, it is not probable that a 
nomination will be secured by this 
process except in the case of a man 
whose general popularity is so unques- 
tioned that there is practically no op- 
position to him, in which case the con- 
vention would have nominated him in 
any event. 

Now Mr. Humphreys is so good a 
Democrat and so thoroughly a friend 
of the people and a believer in the pop- 
ular will when honestly secured and in- 
telligently exercised that one can 
scarcely think he will object to giving. 
the voters a chance to register their 
opinion on a question of vital impor- 
tance to them, viz., whom they are to 
have as their nominee. If a mere plu- 
rality was\to be accepted as the peo- 
ple’s will, then it might happen that an 
individual schemer might obtain enough 
votes to pull through, but a majority 
against an open field can be secu 


only by a man of exceptional merit, 


well worthy of the nomination. If this 
is denied, then we can only answer 
that if the majority of the voters of 
this city are fools or rascals, there is no 
hope for municipal reform and we may 
as well drop the effort. 

As a matter of fact, the great major- 
ity of the people of the city are honest 
and fair-minded and intelligent. This 
Mr. Humphreys will maintain as firmly 
as anybody. That being the case, they 
certainly can be trusted to register their 
views as to the candidates of the league, 
and when any man has a majority let 
him be nominated. Can there be a 
fairer proposition than that? If the 
people are divided in sentiment then let 
the convention (selected by direct vote) 
decide the question. 

Before adopting this. plan the com- 
mittee spent several weeks in talking it 
over with members of the league and 
others, and found the sentiment some- 
thing like sixteen to one in its favor. 
Undoubtedly there will be opposition to 
this plan, as there would be to anything 
we might propose to do, but this oppo- 
sition will be found to emanate chiefly 
from those who don’t understand the 
plan or those who always oppose any- 
thing new, or those o doubt the wis- 
dom of the people’s ju ent, or, lastly, 
those who are disposed to be ultra sus- 
picious of their fellow-men and to con- 
jure up improbable and impossible dis- 
asters to the plan.

A PECULIAR ACCIDENT. 


Leonardo Felez Probably Fatally 
Wounded at a Card Game. 

Leonardo Felez has probably drawn 
his last card and staked his last chip 
in a poker game. His seat at the 
green cloth in a gambling hell yester- 
day may cost him his life. He now lies 
at the Receiving Hospital in à pre- 
carious condition, and the chances for 
his recovery are unfavorable. 

The accident which is responsible for 
Felez’s wound was a most peculiar 
one. About 4:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon a man entered L. Rosen- 
berg’s pawnshop at No. 118 East First 
street and made a bargain for a re- 
volver. The pawnbroker had no cart- 
ridges and the purchaser took one 
from his pocket and placed it in the 
cylinder.

OREGON’S UNSOLD W 
What Mr. Wilson and His Tarif Did 
for the Webieot Nation. 


Relative to the wool market, as it 
now exists in Oregon, Mr. J. M. Russell, 
a well-known local w buyer, in can- 
vassing the situation with an Oregonian 
reporter, sald: 

“The Oregon woolgrowers here have 
been more unfortunate than their neigh- 
bors. Wyoming, Utah and Idaho wool 
had mostly gone into the hands of 
dealers by July 1, at a cost of about 
30 cents per scoured pound to the dealer, 
landed East, or 7 to 8% cents to the 
grower, while fully two-thirds of the 
Oregon clip is still held by growers. It 
is not a question of how much woot 
houses wil advance. They do not want 
the wool. They have stock enough on 
hand for many months. Values have 
not de@lined over 10 per cent. since 
June. Wools similar to those sold in 
June at 20 cents to 32 cents, clean, sold 
last week at 27 cents to 29 cents. 

“Most of the wools East are in the 
hands of strong holders, and the manu- 
facturer would find it very difficult to 
force prices lower. 

“About twelve to fourteen million 
pounds of wool are held by growers in 
Oregon, and they would find !t hard to 
get advancements from wool houses. 
Some Oregon and Idaho wools have sold 
recently in London at prices that would 
net the grower 6 to 6% cents per pound 
for ordinary wool. , 

“We received from London, under 
date of July 25, a memorandum of sales 
of five lots of Oregon and Idaho wools; 
aiso a sample representing each: and 
short staple wool shrinking 67 per cent. 
to 68 per cent., sold at 9% cents or 30 
cents per scoured pound. The approxti- 
mate cost of handling wools from Port- 
land to London is about 3 cents per 
pound. One lot of very heavy wool, 
72 per cent. shrinkage, sold at 8 cents. 
One lot o Valley sold at 14% cents, 
and, notwithstanding the low prices, 
they are better than could be realized 
in America. 

“The broker writes: ‘American wools 
have not met with success. We regret 
this, as we thought it probable a good 
business might have been done in the 
importation of American Pacific Coast 
wools to England.’ 

“When we received the samples, we 
were not surprised that these wools did 
not give better satisfaction, as they are 
very inferior for Oregon, and we are as- 
tonished that such should be sent to 
England as representative wools when 
seeking a new market. Some of our 
wools have come to the continent, but 
we have not yet received report of sales. 

“Notwithstanding the enormous defi- 
ciency of 115,000 bales from Australia 
this year, the next London sales will 
open September 22, with large offerings 
of Colonial wools mostly of infertor 
quality. It would not be surprising to 
see large shipments of Oregon wools go 
direct to London, as the eastern houses 
give no encouragement that they will 
feel any interest in Oregon wools until 
after November, if then, anfl the wools 
can be shipped much cheaper from 
Oregon direct to London, than being 
reshipped by eastern dealers from Bos- 
ton, New York or Philadelphia, from 
where good-sized lines have gone this 
Season. Very few of them have been 
sold at auction, but went direct ta 
manufacturers.” 


Bryan a Populist. 


(San Francisco Post:) A hot but 
amusing contest is in progress between 
the California Democrats, who 
staying by the Chicago platform be- 
cause it is apparently regular.“ and 
the Populists, whom they are seeking 
to swallow. The fact that very little 
is heard about the contest by the pub- 
lic does not make it less hot or less

When, therefore, we say that 
he claims Bryan, body, soul and bag- 
gage, we make a very strong state- 
ment. Here is what he says in the 
letter referred to: 

“Mr. Bryan was nominated our 
national convention by 10‘2a4 221. 
Mr. Norton, who was placed in nomina- 
tion, loyally supports Mr. Bryan, and 
states that if our convention had met 
first it would have nominated Mr. 
Bryan. It may not be known to all 
of our party that Mr. Bryan not only 
stands for free coinag?, abolition of 
bank notes, the direct issue of 
money by the government cnily. the 
income tax—and a Supreme Court 
which will uphold such tax—together 
with the other planks of the Demo- 
cratic platform, but he favors direct 
legislation, and himself placed a de- 
mand for it in the Nebraska State 
platform this year, and he tried to in- 
sert it in the Chicago platform. He 


in Nebraska, once for Congress and 
once for United States Senator, and 
he helped to elect the present Populist 
Governor of Nebraska. 

So it appears that, after all, in the 
fusion of the Democrats and ropulists 
in this State, tt is the Dems and not 
the Pops who are being swallowed.

‘BENJAMIN HIT THE BULDS EYE. 


If there is any one thing for which 
the American people owe ex-President 
Harrison a debt of gratitude, it is for 
the fearless way in which he attacked, 
in his New York speech, that portion 
of the Democratic (so-called) platform 
in which the Chicago convention sought 
to cast obloquy upon the Supreme Court 
of the United States. Could the wishes 
of the framers of that plank be real- 
ized, the national court of last resort 
would become a mere cat’s paw in the 
‘hands of politicians, manipulated alter- 
nately by Congress and the President. 


The Supreme Court has long deen 


recognized as the only safeguerd the 
people have against vicious and inop- 
portune legislation. If it is to become 
the mere creature of the party in 
power, its existence cannot be termi- 
nated any too soon for the good of the 
country. Once let the jurisdiction and 
integrity of the Supreme Court be im- 
paired through the machinations of po- 
litical tricksters and immediately the 
Constitution itself will be jeopardised 
for their selfish ends. 

The more sensible portion of the 
American people (whom we believe to 
be still in the majority) are not ready 
for any change in this direction, least 
of all such change as the framers of 
the Chicago platform would bring us. 
If their design be to force the highest

MR. WILLARD OF ESCONDIDO. 


Readers of The Times will remember 
that an editorial article appeared in 
its issue for August 25, in which were 
cited some statistics showing the rel- 
ative importance of the silver mining 
industry compared to other industries, 
as indicated by the values of total 
products. The article was in answer 
to the alleged assertion of an Escon- 
dido lawyer (name not given), to the 
effect that silver mining is “the most | 
important industry in the United 
States.” The statistics given in the 
article were compiled because they 
were thought to be of general interest, 
and in the belief that they would un- 
deceive many persons who appear to 
hold the same view as that attributed 
to the Escondido lawyer. At the time 
the article was published The Times 
did not even know the name of the al- 
leged lawyer, and had not the least 
desire to know it. It assumed, as it 
had @ right to, that he was a Populist 
because of his peculiar utterances on 
the subject of silver, eggs and such. 
His name, it now appears, is Frank P. 
Willard, for that gentleman writes to 
this paper a long-winded letter, deny- 
ing that he is a Populist and disclaim- 
Ing the statement attributed to him, ut 
admitting that he said that the silver 
industry is one of-the great industries 
of this country.” Mr. Willard in his 
letter discourses with great verbosity 
about nearly everything under the sun 
excepting the real question under dis- 
cussion—the relative importance of 
the silfr-mining industry—concerning 
which he says nothing. His offense 
smelis to heaven, though he does not 
even pretend to tackle our well- 
grounded statistical proposition that 
barnyard manure outstrips and over- 
tops the silver product of this country. 
As the facts cited by The Times were 
conclusive on the point at issue, there is 
a good reason for his silence. Whether 
the gentleman is or is not a Populist is 
a matter of not the least consequence to 
anybody but himself. But his vehe- 
ment protestations that he is a Repub- 
Mean may be taken with some grains of 
allowance in the light of his admission 
that he is a supporter of the Demo- 
Populist ticket and platform. He doth 
protest too much. 


HOW IT WOULD WoRK. 


James J. Hill, President of the Great 
Northern Railway, in a recent inter- 
view, pointed out some of the evil 
effects which would follow the adop- 
tion of free and unlimited silver coin- 
age by the United States, independently 
of other commercial nations. Among 
other things, he said: |

The 
idea of the United States undertaking 
the free coinage of silver ‘without the 
aid of other nations will be ho elessly 
dead by November, because the real 
interest of the silver men could suffer 
no more serious a setback than free- 
coinage by the United States, for the 
reason that it would t with cer- 
tain failure, and would be pointed at 
by the enemies of silver to illustrate 
their claim that the metal is no longer 
necessary as money. If the United 
States should adopt free-coinage, I am 
unable to see wherein we would differ 
from the position of Mexico, where

IMMIGRATION AND FREE TRADE. 


The Chicago platform, while denounc- 
ing protection and declaring for free 
trade, contains, also, an emphatic dec- 
laration in favor of the rigid restriction 
of foreign immigration. The incdn- 
sistency of this attitude is apparent to 
any person who gives the subject a 
little careful consideration. 

There is no successful denying that 
indiscriminate and unrestricted foreign 
immigration to this country is a great 
evil, which calls for legislative remedy. 
The magnitude of this evil is fully rec- 
ognized in the Republican platform, 
and the proper remedy is suggested, 
But the chief weakness of the Chicago 
declaration lies in the fact that, while 
the evil of unrestricted foreign immi- 
gration is recognized as such, the vastly 
greater evil of free foreign trade is not 
only not condemned, but is actually in- 
dorsed as a benefit; not, perhaps, in spe- 
cific and literal terms, but in language 
which ig susceptible of no other inter- 
pretation. 

As between the evil of free foreign 
immigration and that of free foreign 
trade, the latter is by far the more in- 
jurious to American enterprise, Amer- 
ican labor, and American interests gen- 
erally. The party which condemns the 
one cannot consistently uphold the 
other. The foreign laborer who comes 
to our shores to better his condition be- 
comes, it is true, a competitor with 
the American laborér in his home mar- 
ket. But the foreigner who comes here 
to live is necessarily a consumer. He 
must live if he is to work. In order 
to live he must eat, dnd he must also 
wear clothes, .Ther@fore, he must to 
some extent become a Cons of 
American products, and indireetly a 
supporter of the labor that produces 
those products. He becomes a member 
of the community, and as such a factor, 
however insignificant or unworthy, in 
its progress. 
On the other hand, the products of 
foreign labor admitted to our markets 
in competition with products of our 
own, consume nothing, They wear no 
clothes. Even admitting, for the sake 
of argument, the free-trade contention 
that international commerce in its 
last analysis is merely barter, and that 
liberal imports make liberal exports, the 
alleged benefits of free trade are only 
those of an even exchange of values. 
There is no compensating benefit, as 
in the case of the foreign laborer who 
comes in person to compete with our 
labor, to share our prosperity or our 
adversity, and to help consume our 
surplus products. 

The imported goods pay no taxes, 
unless compelled to do so at the port 
ofentry. Their purchase and consump- 
tion in the United States displaces 
some portion of our own products, and 
so deprives American workmen of em- 
ployment which they would otherwise 
have. The necessity of competing with 
the products of underpaid foreign labor 
compels American manufacturers, if 
not adequately protected by wise tariff 
laws, to reduce the cost of production 


necessity tends directly to the forcing 
down of erican wages to a nearer 
and nea approximation to the Euro- 
pean standard. Inasmuch as from 80 
to 95 per cent. of the cost of a given 
commodity is labor cost, it is evident 
that American manufacturers cannot 
compete with foreign manufacturers, in 
the absence of adequate protection, 
unless the American wage-scale is 
brought down to approximately the 
same level as the European wage-scale. 

Against the unfair competition of 
cheap foreign goods—the product of un- 
derpaid labor—we have no recourse and 
no source of protection save that of 
the tariff. Break down that barrier 
and we are at the mercy of those who 
have every advantage over us by reason 
of the lower wages which they pay to 
labor. But the foreign laborer who 
comes here to make his home is not 
slow to absorb American ideas, at least 
to the extent of demanding the current 
rate of wages for his work. His com- 
petition is, therefore, by the natural 
process of assimilation, reduced to a 
minimum. 

The Republican national platform is 
entirely consistent on this subject. It 
declares both for adequate tariff pro- 
tection and for stricter immigation 
laws, which shall be rigidly enforced. 
The Republican party recognizes in 
both free immigration and free trade, 
evils to be guarded against, It holds 
that both trade and immigration should 
be regulated by wise laws, to the end 
that American labor and enterprise 
may be afforded a fair opportunity for 
development in their own land. The 
Chicago platform, on the other hand, 
while advocating the restriction of im- 
migration, virtually advocates the re- 
moval of all wholesome restrictions 
upon international trade, and the 
| throwing of our ports open to the com- 
petition of the world. The one policy 
means prosperity, the other means dis- 
tress to American wage-earners and 
American interests generally. Let the 
voter choose between these two policies.

Bryan’s apeeches, up to date. We can 
only respond by relating an anecdote 
of two great musical composers. In 
doing so we merely follow the lead of 
the greatest American of the century. 
The martyr President was very fond 
of telling little stories, but had a way 
of doing it to filustrate some point of 
law or politics then under discussion, 
and he never told a story, as far as 
can be ascertained, except for pur- 
poses of illustration, Hence we may 
be pardoned for answering our corres- 
pondent fm a ‘similar manner, as it 
suits the case better than anything 
else at convenient reach: 

The great composer, Giacomo Ros- 
sini, was born in 1792. His most fa- 
mous works are “The Barber of Se- 
ville,” based upon Beaumarchais’ fa- 
mous novel of that title, Semiramide,“ 
the most wonderfully orchestrated op- 
era ever written, and Moses in 
Egypt.” Rossini was singularly at 
odds with other musical writers of his 
day, but wa’ exceptionally eulogi 
of Vincenzo Bellini (author of Nor- 
ma” and “Sonnambula,”) who died 
young. But Verdi he hated cordially. 
“Think of a beast introducing anvils 
and hammers into his operas, not be- 
ing content with six horns,” he wrote. 
But with Meyerbeer, the author of “Le 
Prophete,” L'Etolle du Nord,” “L’Af- 
ricaine” and “Robert le Diable,” there 
was always a sort of armed neutral- 
ity,” as they used to say in Kentucky. 

Meyerbeer was a year older than Ros- 
sini and they frequently met in Paris. 
Their greetings were not wanting in 
cordiality, but there was a suspicion in 
the minds of mutual friends that all 
was not quite as serene as appeared 
on the surface. One day, after Ros- 
sini had finished his latest oratorio, 
“Stabat Mater,” he invited Meyerbeer 
to a rehearsal of it. After the rehear- 
sal was ‘Over, Rossini asked Meyerbeer 
how he liked the music. * 

“Vell, my dear Rossini, I am very 
sorry dot you wrote it. You did not 
need money, for you are already rich, 
and you did not need reputation, for 
“Semiramide” and the “Barber” will 
be regarded as things of beauty, after 
we are both laid to rest.“

sini. 

Don'd interrubd me, my dear Ros- 
sini, I am your sincere friend and that 
is why I speak as plainly as I do. But 
the truth must be told—there is noth- 
ing new nor nothing good in this new 
oratorio of yours.” . 

The great Italian maestro was a man 
of vast sagacity and shrewdness, and 


ne bided his time carefully, knowing 


that “all, things come to him who 
knows how to wait.” At last heaven 


sent the author of Largo al Factotum” 


his revenge. Meyerbeer wrote an op- 
era called “Le Pardon de Ploermel“ 
(since produced in this country under 
the title of Dinorah,“) and invited 
Rossini to a dress rehearsal of it. The 
rehearsal being over, Meyerbeer asked 
Rossini how he was pleased with it, as 
a total. 

Woll, my dear Meyerbeer, Iam more 
t than you are. You said you 
see nothing new or good im my 
“Stabat Mater.” I am different from 
youl can see in “Le Pardon de 
Ploermel” many things that are good 
and new’’— 

“My dear Rossini,” said Meyerbeer, 
grasping his hand, “you always were 
the most unselfish and the noblest“ 

Don't interrupt me, Meyerbeer,” 
said the author of “Semiramide,” in an 
authoritative tone, “I merely wish to 
say that your opera contains many 
things that are new (here the author 
of “L’Africaine” made a low bow) and 
many things that are good (Meyerbeer 
bowed still lower.) But I regret to say 
that the things which are good in it 
are not new and the things which are 
new are not good!” 

Rossini died in 1868 when Mr. Bryan 
was just barely out of his pinafores 
and pantalettes. But we cannot re- 
frain from the belief that the author 
of “Il Barbiere di Savigiia’ knew that 
a great political struggle in America 
was forthcoming and that a “Boy Or- 
ator of the Platte” was one of the pos- 
sibilities of the future. We trust our 
correspondent at Garvanza will be sat- 
isfied with this somewhat lengthy ex- 
planation.

Whether it be a cabal against bi- 
cycle makers or whether it arises from

stable owners, and other sufferers 


from the bicycle craze, to kill the bi- 
cycle trade, but a more critical examin- 
ation of the question clearly shows 


they oan be safely exonerated from 


even the suspicion of such a charge. 
The fact maintains its existence on its 
own merits, namely, that riding a 
bicycle tends to develop the size of 
women's waists. 
Assuming that the result, as stated, 
is correct, the melancholy feature con- 
nected with it is that women should 
fail to find in it a cause for rejoicing 
instead of mourning. It is well known 
that a woman, young or old, cannot, 
with any comfort or satisfaction, ride 
a bicycle clad in a tight-fitting corset. 
If she wears no corset at all, she will 


be still more comfortable. That means, 


while on the wheel, free play to lungs 
and abdominal region. It is, therefore, 
easy to understand that exercise on 
the bicycle would, under such condi- 
tions, tend to produce the results—in 
waist—that the dressmakers of Paris, 
not the women themselves, have just 
uttered so loud a calamity how! over. 
But in producing this result, it should 
be remembered that the bicycle has, 
during its short reign, done for the 
good health and strength of women 
that which medical science has, for 
generations past, been in search of, but 
failed to discover. Give the bicycle 
time and it will be the safe means of

Property-owners Will Escape 
More Lightly This Year. 


The Council Passes the Boyle 
Heights Franchise.

At the City Hall yesterday the Coun- 
cil fixed the tax levy for 1896-97 at $1.30 
upon $100 valuation. The total as- 
sessed value of all property in the city 
was reported by the Finance Commit- 
tee at $52,254,172. The Boyle Heights 

franchise provoked a long discussion, 
but the draft of an ordinance prepared 
by the City Attorney was finally ap- 
proved. The City Engineer reported 
that the Macy-street bridge is unsafe

FIFTEEN PER CENT. OFF FOR THE 
COMING YEAR. 


Boyle Heights Franchise Passed but 
Anchored—Energetic Discussion 
Over This Paternal Legislation. 
City Engineer’s Report — Macy- 
street Bridge Considered Unsafe. 


The Council yesterday fixed the tax 
levy for the year 1896-97. The figures 
are to be $1.30 upon every $100 of valua- 
tion. This is a reduction of 15 cents 
upon the $100, the rate last year hav- 
Ing been $1.45. The report upon the 
subject was submitted at the weekly 
session held yesterday morning by the 
Finance Committee, which has been 
with the City Clerk for the past ten 
days. The report is in detail in full as 
follows: 

“Your Finance Committee, to whom 
was referred the report of the City 
Clerk submitting the tax rolls for the 
fiscal year 1896-97 for the purpose of 
presenting a tax levy for said year for 
your consideration and .approval, beg 


leave to report as follows: . 

“We find that the total assessed 
value cf all property as shown by the 

assessment rolls amounts to $52,254,172. 
In this amount is included the as- 
sessed value of all property lying 
within the territy recently annexed to 
the First Ward, which property is as- 
sessed at $121,140. ~ 

“Under the law by virtue of which 
this territory became a part of the 
city the said property is exempt from 
taxation for the purpose of paying in- 
terest and principal upon the bonded 
debt of the city, all of said debt having 
been incurred before its annexation, 
and in making the estimates for the 
payment of principal and interest on 
the bonded debt we have deducted such 
amount, thus leaving a balance of 
$52,133,032 as a basis for the estimate. 

“The estimates presented by the City 

uditor call for the sum of $78,020 for 

terest and $76,215.45 for principal, or 
a total o $154,235.45 necessary to be 
raised to carry the bonded indebted- 
ness for the year 1896-97. 

“The levy presented by your commit- 
tee will produce a total amount of 
$156,399 for this purpose, or $2,163.55 
more than is actually required, but an 
amount so small and insignificant that 
your committee do not feel warranted 
in recommending the odd rate which 
would be necessary to produce the ex- 
act amount called for by the Auditor's 
estimate. In fixing upon the amounts 
to be raised for the general funds of 
the city your committee found consid- 

erable trouble. 

“While your committee recognizes 
the demand for increased approprita- 
tions for various departments, and the 
fact that the recently-annexed terri- 
tory will require much attention during 
the current year, yet the total amount 
which can be raised for general pur- 
poses is Umited by the charter at $1 
per $100 of assessed valuation, and the 

amount which can be raised Is 
therefore limited to $522,541.72, which 
is but a slight increase over the amount 
during the past year. 

In this connection we beg leave to 
‘call your attention to the fact that, 
- while a large area of territory has 

been annexed to the city at the south 
and west, which territory must be 
eared for during the current year, 
none of the property so annexed was 
liable for assessment for city purposes 
on the ist of March, 1896, and hence 
does not enter into the valuation upon 
which the levy is based and the in- 
creased demands from this source 
alone are largely in excess of the in- 
creased amount of revenue derived 
from the increased assessed value. 

“In apportioning the rate for gen- 
eral purposes, to-wit: of $1 per $100 of 
assessed value to the various funds, 
your committee has endeavored to. fix 
the several amounts so that all de- 

rtments will have to bear a just 
proportion of economizing, though the 
argest reductions from department 
@stimates have been made in those 
funds over which your honorable body 
have the direct control. | 
For the salary fund the sum of 
$10,000 less than the amount levied for 
the last fiscal year is proposed, but 
this amount we believe will be ample 
‘for all requirements.

“For the park funds we have recom- 
mended the sum of $52,300 which is 
Slightly less than the amount asked 
for by the department, the reduction 
having been made on their estimate for 
general park purposes and not on the 
estimates for the various larger parks. 

“Your committee has added an allow- 
ance of $5000 to be used for furnish- 
ing the new Central Police Station, 
which amount we deem best to be 
placed in a special fund to be called 
Police Station Furnishing 

. s amount will de 
furnish said building. 

‘For the street lighting fund we 
recommend the sum of $50,000, which is 
$10,000 more than the amount levied 
last year, but slightly less than the 
amount actually expended under the 
contract for this purpose. 

For the street sprinkling fund we 
recommend the sum of $35,000. The de- 
mands against this fund are regulated 
by contract and the amount is suffi- 
clent to meet them and is equal to the 
amount levied for the last fiscal year.

The necessary ordinance to carry the 
provisions above into effect was passed, 
under suspension of the rules. 

The report of Street Superintendent 
Howard, representing the dangerous 
condition of wooden crosswalks in vari- 
ous parts of the city, caused by loose 
and broken boards, and asking leave to 
replace the worn out boards by new 
ones was refered to the Boad of Public 
Works, upon motion of Councilman 
Munson, after a suggestion from Presi- 
dent Teed that the sidewalks forthwith 
be repaired. 

The commissioners for the opening of

paid out for land, and $369.16 for other 
expenses, leaving a balance in their 
hands of $56.13. The report was referred 
to the Board of Public Works. 

The Mayor retuned without his ap- 
proval the ordinance of intention on 
Oak street, the Council having re- 
quested that this be done, because of 
certain technicalities. The ordinance 
was tabled. The same procedure was 
taken in the matter of the ordinance to 
improve a portion of Seventh street. 

The City Clerk was ordered to place 
an advertisement inviting proposals to 
sup the fire department with barley 
and b for the period of one year, 
the present contract for such supplies 
expiring on October 8. 

The City Engineer was instructed to 
inform officially the Park Superintend- 
ent the location of the northern n- 
dary lines of Elysian Park, as certain 
irresponsible persons have lately been 
in the habit of starting brush fires in 
the Elysian Park territory, which is 
claimed to be in dispute. 

The protests against the report of 
the commissioners for the widening of 
Ninth street from Spring to Pearl, was 
sustained, the property-owners to pay

The hearing of the appeal from the 
action of the Street Superintendent in 
issuing the assessment warrant and 
diagram of the improving of Thormnpson 
street from Washington to Twenty- 
first, came up, but the decision was 
postponed until 2 p.m.

The City Attorney, in submitting the 
draft of the Boyle Heights electric road 
franchise, filed the following in writ- 
ing: 

“As directed by you, I have prepared 
and herewith present advertisement 
of street railway franchise asked for in 
petition of C. M. Wells et al., I have 
followed as nearly as possible the draft 
approved by the Board of Public Works, 
and at the earnest request of the parties 
representing Mr. Hook, have allowed to 
remain in the ordinance the clause 


which provides that the bids must be 


accompanied with the written consent 
of parties owning private property over 
which the right-of-way runs, that the 
road may be built across the same, but 
I desire to say that this clause, if in- 
serted at all, should be in the notice 
and not in the draft of the ordinance. 
I think, however, that such a clause is 
wholly invalid, for the reason that it 
may prevent competition in the bids 
and thus prevent the very object which 
— by the statute

r. Dunn bestowed a good deal of 
verbal discussion upon his view of this 
particularly vexed question, stating 
that he had drawn up the franchise 
as ordered, with the exception of two 
clauses.. The provision for lighting the

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it might be withdrawn if its originator 
so wished, and the clause inserted by 
Councilman Pessell, relative to the men 
employed upon the line, was left out 
altogether. The clause had provided 
that all employés of the road should 
be residents and tax-payers of the city, 
and the City Attofney was of the opin- 
ion that it could not be carried out. 

Then the traditional Ethiopian in the 
woodpile popped out his woolly head 
and suggested to Mr. Dunn the idea, 
which he promptly put into words, that 
Mr. Hook should be forbidden to oper- 
ate that part of the line which would 
run on Wolfskill avenue to the Ar- 
cade depot, until the entire Boyle 
Heights road had been completed, for 
the reason that the Wolfskill avenue 
section was the most valuable in the 
franchise. 

The clause in the franchise relative 
to the necessity of bids being accom- 
panied by full assurance of the right- 
of-way, earned Mr. Dunn's unqualified 
disapproval, inasmuch as he feared it 
might tend to restrict open bidding, 
but he kindly left it in, protesting that 
he did not wish people to think that 
he knew no better than to 80 load 
down a franchise that it would b 
practically inoperative. 

After the City Attorney had finished 
presenting the case, Councilman Pes- 
sell moved by consideration for the 
car company, gen suggeSted that 
the provision supplying are lights 
might be withdrawn, as it necessitated 
an entire new plant. Mr. Teed stopped 
the littl hymn he was warbling to 
himself long enough to say that the 
Street railroad company should be 
made to light the streets, if not by arc 
lights, at least by incandescent. Mr. 
Snyder then rose to the occasion with 
mild protestations of his consuming 
desire to benefit the people in Boyle 
Heights without causing expense or in- 
convenience to the stréet railroad com- 
pany. However, as nobody appeared 
to be keen about buying a franchise 
with this string tacked to it, Mr. Sny- 
der begged leave to lop it off, and the 
sapient president celebrated this con- 
cession with the time-worn but en- 
couraging remark that wise men might 
change their minds, but the other kind, 
never. 

Mr. Workman, who had been listen- 
ing with much interest, took an oar at 
this point, and put in a short but 
vigorous plea for the important bit of 
road over Wolfskill avenue to the depot, 
urging that it be allowed to go into 
operation as soon as possible, as this 
was for the best interests of the Boyle 
Heights road. Mr. Teed placed a few 
obstructions In the way by various in- 
sinuations, more or less direct, that Mr. 
Workman was working more in the in- 
terest of the Traction Company than 
for Boyle Heights, but Mr. Workman 
quenched him with the pointed reply 
that the corporation most favored by 
the Council was acting very like the 
dog in the manger, neither building the 
road themselves nor allowing Mr. Hook 
to build it, and that speedy operation 
of the Wolfskill-avenue strip of road 
was the best security for the prompt 
completion of the rest. 2 

After a little more desultory scrap- 
ping,” Mr. Dunn again rose to explain 
that, in spite of possible accusations of 
being influenced from the South African 
side of the fence, he only wanted to 
insure the people of Boyle Heights 
against losing their road. Mr. Dunz 
pointed out that it was easy enough 
for Mr. Hook to put in a curve at Third 
street, and run on the tracks of the 
other company for a year and a half. 
Then he could fight the forfeiture of his 
franchise for a year or two longer, and 
the Boyle Heights people might whistle 
for their railroad. Once with a clear 
road to the Arcade depot, the Traction 
Company was there to stay. 

Mr. Workman energetically reas- 
serted his entire confidence that the 
road would be built. He had managed 
to get the $15,000 subsidy uired to 
build the road, and had ne to the 
representatives of the other company 
without obtaining satisfaction. Mr. 
Hook had treated the proposition in a 
business-like way, and had given the 
figures for construction at once. Muc 
expensive preparation had been made 
on Fourth street, and Mr. ‘Workman 
earnestly entreated the Council not to 
allow its disinterested striving for the 
best interests of the Boyle Heights peo- 
ple to lead it into hampering any further 
this much-needed enterprise. 

Councilman Kingery, whose luminous 
mind seemed to be temporarily obscured 
by a species of bewilderment, averred 
that, if once Mr. Hook got to the Ar- 
cade depot, there would be no Boyle 
Heights road, and he hoped Mr. Work- 
man might see the error of his ways. 
In fact, the chairman of the Committee 
on Public Morals declared that Mr. 
Hook would be several kinds of a fool 
if he ever built that comparatively un- 
profitable Boyle Heights road, if there 
was the slightest prospect of getting to 
the depot without doing it. 

Mr. Hammell, a man who spoke 
briefly and to the point, then lodged a 
plain-spoken protest against the method 
of paternal government employed by 
the Council, and more than hinted that 
the Boyle Heights people might pos- 
sibly be as capable of looking out for 
their own interests as the City Council 
could desire, in its tender regard for 
their welfare. Mr. Hammell spoke of 
the expensive preparations which 
chowed that the people of Boyle 
Heights had full confidence in the man 
they had selected to build and operate 
their road. They had tried every com- 
pany in turn, and every means had 
proved unsubsantial but this one chance 
of getting the road. The people had by 
no means lost confidence in Mr. Hook, 
if the Council had, and, moreover, they 
believed he had as good a right to go 
to the Arcade depot as any other man. 
Little things had hampered the enter- 
prise from the start. Influence had 
been used, and one obstruction after 
another had been thrown in the way. 
The matter had been referred back and 
forth from committee to committee, and 
delayed in every possible way.. This 
fuss about Wolfskill avenue was but 
another evasion. The people had all 
the guarantees they wanted from Mr. 
Hook, and now they really could not 
see any reasonable excuse for all this 
over-considerate legislation in their be- 
half.

THE TABLES TURNED. 


A HUSBAND DEMANDS 
FROM HIS WIFE. 


ALIMONY 


Years Old, 


His Board. 


In the suit of Mary A. Livingston 
against her husband, Samuel W. Liv- 
ingston, to quiet title 
Thomas and Farris subdivision of lot 
1 and a portion of lot 4 in block L of 
the San Pasqual tract, there has been 
an unexpected if not sensational de- 
cross-complaint, 
which was partially argued before 
Judge Clark yesterday. The defendant 
alleges that he married the plaintiff 
at Minneapolis in 1881, and that his 
bride had $10,000 worth of property, 
which she had obtained in a divorce 
suit from a former husband. He him- 
self had acquired property of the value 
of $2000 at that time. 

Mr. Livingston was in the stock busi- 
ness at the time of the marriage, and 
did a good business in trading in cat- 
tle, but his wife wanted him to sell 
out, and he did so, realizing $1500. She 
then argued with him till she persuaded 
him that as her property was some- 
what tied up in good investments, and 
his was “loose,” he ought to use 
his money to support the family till 
it was gone, when she promised that 
she would take care of the expenses 
with her own funds. She, 
failed, in part, to do so. 

The result of all this is that the de- 
féndant is without any property, and 
being 87 years old, is too infirm to sup- 
port himself, while his wife, he avers, 
has refused to do anything for him, 
and .by scolding and cross behavior 
and by two attempts, 
times, to get him confined in an asylum 
on charges of insanity, she has made 
it so unpleasant for him that he could 
not stay’in the house with her.

A California\Exeursion to Call on 
7 the Statesman, 
* 
Preliminary Steps Toward the 
End in View. 


Be Represented by Citizens from 
All Parts of the State—A Notable 
and Unique Enterprise A-foot. 


_ California Republicans was held in the 
parlor of the Nadeau Hotel yesterday 
afternoon. The meeting was by ap- 
pointment, and had for its object the 
‘selderation of a suggestion which 
has been made in more than one quar- 
ter for an excursion from California 
overland to Canton, O., for the pur- 
pose of calling upon Maj. McKinley 
and assuring him that the friends on 
the Pacific Coast of sound money, 
protection, reciprocity, the Nicaragua 
Canal and all the leading policies advo- 
cated in the Republican platform, are 
alive to the importance of the cam- 
paign and determined to hold up the 
Republican end on this distant Pacific 
shore. 

It was only an informal conference, 
called. upon short notice, but there 
were present representatives from Los 
Angeles, San Bernardino, San Diego, 
Riverside and Orange counties. 
(Santa Barbara and Ventura were not 
represented owing to the shortness ‘of 
the notice which had been given.) 

Much interest was expressed in the 
enterprise. There was a spirited dis- 
ussion of ways and means, and, at the 
lose, a general concurrence in the 
feasibility and advantages of the pro- 
‘posed excursion. 
The plan of this unique excursion, 
which is briefly outlined below, is to 
make it thoroughly representative of 
California’s chief industries.and in- 
terests, by having it composed of well- 
known persons selected from such in- 
terests in all the principal towns, 
cities and sections of the State. A 
memorandum containing a rough draft 
of the leading features of the excursion 
was laid before the meeting, consid- 
ered, discussed and adopted. The 
points of the plan are: . 
1. The excursion to be composed of 
representatives of the wool interest, the 
fruit interest, the raisin interest, the 
shipping interest, the agricultural in- 
terest, the live-stock interest, the man- 
ufacturing interest, the general-com- 
mercial interest, the railway interest, 
the banking interest, the irrigation in- 
terest,.the Nicaraguan Canal, the min- 
ing interest, and such other leading in- 
terests of the State as may have the 
desire and the energy to be represented 
on such.an.excursion. 

“2, Each of these interests go be re- 
‘quested to organize for itself by corre- 
spondence ameng its members through- 
out the State, and to settle upon a suit- 
able representative or representatives 
to go upon the excursion. 

„3. Phe funds for this purpose to be 
proyided in each case by the interest 
or industry directly concerned. Persons 
‘who may be unable to give their oon 
time to the matter will be given the 
oppertunity to furnish a suitable sub- 
stitute by contributing to a common 
purse to defray’ necessary expenses. 

“4. The plan meeting with favor, a 

ttee is to be appointed at as 
early. a date as possible) composed, as 
far as may be, of at least one repre- 
sentative from each of the several in- 
dustries and interests participating; 
this committee to meet at some 
place (San Francisco or Los Angeles) 
to orystallize and perfect the plan here 
roughly presented, open correspond- 
ence> with suitable persons in all the 
principal cities and towns of the State, 
secure transportation, fix time of de- 
parture, apportion the expense, make 
an itinerary and arrange all details of 
the excursion, programme, route, time 
of departure, time of return, etc. 

„5. The object of the excursion is to 
make a unique and striking demon- 
stration of the interest felt in Califor- 
nia over the election of Maj. McKinley 
to the Presidency, the triumph of sound 
principles, and the inauguration of the 
better times which will follow such a 


triumph. 

„6. It is suggested that the person- 
nel of the proposed excursion be truly 
representative, in the best sense, of 
the several industries and pursuits co- 
operating, and that the membership 
be rather non-political than otherwise. 
That ig to say, that it be composed 
rather of well-known business men 
than of well-known politicians.” 

The. unique enterprise and the plan 
for carrying it out having been dis- 
cussed, pro and con, for an hour, and 
finally approved in all its essential 
features, the chair, Col. J..T. Ritchey 
of Redlands, was authorized to appoint 
a committee of fourteen—two from.each 
of the. southern counties—with power 
to act, to further perfect. the details, 
and then to lay the entire plan before 
Republicans in all the remaining coun- 
ties of the State, the names of such Re- 
publieans to be selected with particu- 
lar réfererice to their representative 
character in the several industries and 
— contemplated in the general 
plan. 

J. R. Newberry acted as temporary 
secretary of the meeting, and, consid- 
ering the short and informal notice 
which had been given, there .was a 
good representation from the various 
counties;, and unmistakable interest 

manifested in the important enterprise. 
One feature of the plan is to have the 
excursion start by rail from the south 
(Los Angeles) pass through Central 
California; be joined at San Francisco 
by the contingent from the city and 
from Northern California, and thence 
proceed overland, stopping briefly at 
the principal cities to make demonstra- 
tions and show the natives that Cali- 
fornia is much in evidence in this Re- 
publican year. 

An important part of the plan is to 
have a force of spell-binders included 
among the excursionists, in order that 
these oratorical sons of thunder may 
show the populace en route to Ohio that 
the Californians are out and out for 
Maj. McKinley and the good cause, and 
know how to say so. 

The opinion was freely expressed that 
such an excursion would prove notable 
and. betteficial, would attract wide at- 
tention, , arouse enthusiasra at home 
and abroad, and be warmly wel- 
comed by the Republican standard- 
bearer at his home in , Ohio, 
further, that the reflex effect would. be 
sure to have a direct bearing on the 
campaign at home; in short, thet the 
excursion wouM prove itself to be a 
vote-maker.

They have run the main tunnel into 
the hill a distance of 500 feet and are 
now 200 feet below the surface outcrop. 

(San Bernardino Sun) J. F. Mu- 
ner, the owner of the Lacueva ranch 
near Banning, and also the owner of 
extensive placer mines situated two 
miles from the Desert Queen mine, was 
in the city yesterday, exhibiting sev- 
eral phials of gold dust and one nugget 
of considerable size. He has from 
seven to twelve men at work in his 
placers during the dry season, and 
they are now taking out from $2 to $5 
per day each. He reports considerable 
activity in miming on the desert, and 
quite a number of prospectors in the 
field, notwithstanding the season. The 
Lost Horse mine is running steadily, 
with twelve to fourteen men employed, 
while about the same number are em- 
ployed at the Desert Queen, and at 
both mines good ore is taken out, which 
is milled at a handsome profit. 


WHAT IS MAHDISM? 


Oppressed Hordes in Persia Crying

At this time of day, owing to a curi- 
ous concurrence of many  circum- 
stances, the Messianic, or Mahdist, be- 
lief is so deeply rooted in all Mussul- 
man nations—especially the Schiytes 
(Persian)—that it has become their life 
and soul. If these oppressed hordes in 
Persia, Turkey and Morocco have en- 
dured patiently so many bad govern- 
ments, it is because they are sure that 
a Mahdi will soon arise to remedy all 
these evils. They are crying out, like 
the Jews, for a savior and a deliverer. 
Tradition declares that Friday is the 
day on which he will reveal himself 
to the world, and, accordingly, every 
Friday in all our mosques prayers are 
offered up and invocations are made 
beseeching Allah to hasten the time of 
Messiah's advent. All Mussulman 
sects—schools of philosophy, attempts 
at reform, political or social—aim in- 
variably at the realization of this Mes- 
sianic mystery. All the 
Mahdis, past and present, those of the 

oudan as well as all the others, are 

ut the expression, more or less incom- 
plete, of this central doctrine of a 
miraculous Messianic deliverer. 


‘When Sea and Sky are One. 

(John. Ruskin:) Few people, compar- 
atively, have ever seen the effect on 
the sea of a powerful gale, continued 
without intermission for three or four 
days and nights; and to those who have 
not, I believe it must be unimaginable, 
not from the mere force or size of the 
surge, but from the complete annihila- 
tion of the limit between sea and air. 
The water from its prolonged agitation 
is beaten, not into mere creaming foam, 
but into masses of accumulated yeast, 
which hangs in ropes and wreaths from 
Wave to wave, and, where one curls 
over to break, form a festoon like a 


.| drapery from its edge; these are taken 


up by the wind, not in dissipating dust, 
but bodily, in writhing, hanging, coil- 
ing mases, which make the air white 
and thick as with snow, only the surges 
themselves are full of foam in their 
very bodies underneath, making them 
white all through, as the water is under 
a great cataract; and their masses be- 
ing thus half water and half air, are 
torn to pleces by the wind whenever 
they rise, and carried away in roaring 
smoke, which chokes and strangles like 
actual water. Add to this, that when 
the air has been exhausted of its mois- 
ture by long rain, the spray of the sea 
is caught by it as described above and 
covers its surface, not merely with the 
smoke of finely divided water, but with 
boiling mist; imagine also the low rain 
clouds brought down to the very level 
of the sea, as I have often seen them, 
whirling and flying in rags and frag- 
ments from wave to wave; and, finally, 
conceive the surges themselves in their 
utmost pitch of power, velocity, vast- 
ness and madness, lifting themselves in 
precipices and peaks, rrowed with 
their whirl of ascent, through all this 
chaos, and you will understand that

CITY COUNCIL. 


Residents on Benefit Court Unwilling 
to Incur Expenses of Litigation. 
‘Laying the Oorner-stone of a 

Sunday-school Building. 


PASADENA, Aug. 31.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The session of the City 
Council this afternoon was devoted to 
routine matters. The first subject pre- 
serited was that of street improvements 
along the right-of-way of railroads. 
Trustee Reynolds said that he would 
like some information why the railway 
companies had not been obliged to gut- 
ter and curb their right-of-way where 
it crossed stréets. On Madison avenye, 
for instance, the right-of-way of the 
Santa Fé road is thirty feet wide, and 
the curbing stops abruptly, and gives 
an unfirlished appearance to the street. 
The trustees seemed unable to give Mr. 
Reynolds any light upon the subject, 
and nothing was done further than to 
discuss in a desultory manner the pe- 
titions asking for improvements, which 
invariably read, when a railway is on 
the line of the street, “beginning at the 
right-of-way.” of such a road. 

rustee Hartwell laid before the 
Council the papers in the proceedings 
of Alvin Gé@bbs against the city, to ob- 
tain a writ of review in the p ings 
for the extension of Benefit court. Mr. 
Coleman appeared before the board on 
behalf of the property-owners, and 
stated that since the report of the com- 
missioners had been received, the peo- 
le owning property on Benefit court 
believed that they could not afford to 
go to any further expense than that 
which would be necessary for the open- 
ing of the street, as itemized by the 
commissioners, Should the litigation 
add an extra burden of expense to 
them, they were willing, should the 
Council feel disposed to do so, to place 
no obstacle in the way of abandoning 
proceedings, City Attorney Arthur stated 
that the proceedings for the extension 
of the court were all regular and legal, 
but Mr. Gibbs had a ‘perfect right to 
take the matter into court and before a 
jury, which might possibly award him 
more, and might give him less than the 
commissioners had done for the land 
for the opening of the street. At all 
events, the legal proceedings would en- 
tail more expense upon the property- 
owners. Mr. Coleman said that if the 
Council thought it unwise to proceed, 
the property-owners would acqutesce in 
their decision, and later they would ask 
for permission to make an improve- 
ment in the street that would not in 


any way interfere with Mr. Gibbs. Mr. 


Coleman then, on behalf of the peti- 
tioners on Benefft court, asked that the 
proceedings be formally abandoned, and 
a resolution of intention was introduced 
to that effect.. Mr. Coleman. stated to 
‘the Council that the pegple on Benefit 
urt would ask to be Protected from

An Effort to Secure Commutation of 
Sentence. 


RIVERSIDE, Aug. 31.—({(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) A number of persons 
have undertaken the task of saving the 
necks of the Cummings brothers, sen- 
tenced to hang on September 25 for the 
murder of old man Narramore in this 
county.
